Settled on “Spiritual Plane”

New York, March 21.—The marital 
and financial tangle of Sebastian 5S. 
“resge and ‘Doris Mercer Kresge was 
tediusted today “on a spiritual plane” 
and on a basis “making Mrs. Kresge 
independent for the rest of her life,’’ 
according to a signed statement issued 
hy the 5-10 and 25 cent store mag- 
nate. 

Kresge and his young wife have 
virtually agreed to effect a reconcilia- 
tion and live together again, it was 
authoritatively stated. No conditions 
were imposed on Mrs. Kresge as a 
basis for reconciliation, the statement 
naserted. 

Kresge, Anti-Saloon League “an- 
gel’’ and ardent reformer, expressed 
chagrin at the publication of excerpts 
from a letter written to him by the 
Rev. Clyde Mercer, Dayton, Penn., 
Methodist minister and brother of 
Mrs. Kresge, in which it was hinted 
she had it in her power to ruin 
Kresge's reputation unless he made 
a settlement on her. The clergyman 
suggested $10,000,000 as a fair sum.

The statement was signed in the 
home of Mrs. Kresge's counsel, Na- 
than Burkan, 1136 Fifth avenue, fol- 
lowing a conference late this after- 
noon attended by Burkan, Kresge and 
Max I). Steuer, attorney for Kresge. 
Mrs. Kresge, former Pittsburgh belle 
and divorced wife of a Syracuse pub- 
lisher, was not present, Burkan said. 

Kresge’s formal statement did not 
disclose the details of the “spiritual 
plane” upon which his wife, 27 vears 
his junior, settled her suit for 2,500 
shares of S. S. Kresge stock, worth 
$2,500,000, which she alleged were 
due her under a pre-nuptial agree- 
ment, nor the financial adjustment 
which makes her “independent for the 
rest of her life.’’ 

As related in The Constitution last 
Saturday, however, it is Known she 
received a check for $100,000 from 
her husband in full settlement of her 
claim. The statement makes known 
also that her right was confirmed in 
certain shares of Kresge stock, but 
whether this refers to those for which 
she was suing or to others given her 
before their marriage, Burkan_ re- 
fused to divulge.

To grasp what that means, one must 
remember that metabolism is the com- 
bustion process which goes on con- 
stantly in life, the oxidation, of food 
and tissue fuel to produce the heat 
and energy necessary for maintaining 
body temperature and the functioning 
of the muscles and organs. The rest- 
ing rate—that is, the rate of this com- 
bustion when one remains in bed, is 
low, just enough fuel is burned to pro- 
vide the energy for breathing, heart 
artery action and the digestive 


for a person weighing 130 pounds. 
Now, we know that walking at the 

rate of two miles an hour increases 

this metabolism rate threefold; walk- 


to, ing at the rate of four miles an hour

increases metabolism fivefold. Two 
miles an hour is an easy stroll; four 
miles in an hour is pretty fast walk- 
ing—it is difficult for even a practiced 
walker to cover a mile in 15 minutes 
in city streets, though it is not so 
difficult when no traffie hinders the 
hiker. | 

Doing the Charleston is equivalent 
tu doing a 440-yard run or a set of 
tennis, I should say. It is quite as 
strenuous as the polka or mazurka. 
The Finnish investigators found that 
even the comparatively gentle waltz 
and shimmy used up nearly twice as 
many calories as ordinary gymnastic 
exercises do; and the polka and ma- 
zurka used up more calories than run- 
ning with 160 steps per minute does,

Chicago, March 21.—-(/) -Diplo- 
mas were conferred today by the Hobo 
college upon 150 sons of the road who 
constitute the institution's first grad- 
uating class. 


In ‘a squalid hall near the Canal 
street haunts of the unemployed, they 
were honored guests among a thousand 
nien proud of the name of hobo, at a 
program commemorating the comple- 
tion of the first year of work by the 
college. 

No close play, no daisy chain, no 
valedictories marked the ceremonies. 
But a baccalaureate address was deliv- 
ered by Professor E. L. Schaub of 
Northwestern university, there was a 
musical program, General Jacob 
Coxey of Coxey’s army fame spoke, 
and at the end the graduates sang a 
group of songs in their own idiom and 
bade their mates far@well.

That vear was a memorable one 
for me it marked the first time 
iI ever “came west,” as we called it 
out there. The western open was 
played that year at the Beverly Coun- 
try elub in Chicago and from early 
in the spring I began to make plans 
to take part in it. 
Failed to Qualify. 

That vear the western was played 
on. about the same system that the 
amateur championship is played these 
days. There was a medal qualifying 
round followed by a series of match 
play rounds. My experience was 4 
disappointment, as I failed to qualify 
by a single stroke, so my first try for 
an important championship got no 
further than one 18-hole round. How- 
ever, the Beverly Country club or- 
ganized a kind of consolation tourna- 
ment for those who failed to qualify 
in the championship proper, and I 
won that. ‘Some small cash prize was 
offered. Incidentally, the prize for 
first place’ in Ane championship 
was only $200 so thht if I had been 
good enough to win it, I would have 
still come out in the hole on my trip. 

In winning that consolation tourna- 
ment, one experience taught me a very 
useful lesson. In one of my matches 
I was five down with only seven holes 
left to play. I won six of the next 
seven holes and halved the seventh, to 
win- by 1 up.

‘ CHAPTER Ill. 
When I started in at the Spokane Country club in the spring of 
1908, golf in the Pacific northwest was just beginning to take hold.
